Why did I want tp go back to 18987 Well, there’s a — 
fight on right now in regard to railway freight rates and 

{ thought that certain comparisons might be of value. 
The West holds that freight rates are too high. The av- 
erage cost of moving wheat from prairié, pm to the 
head of the Lakes is 20c a hundred pounds, The rate is 
the same as it was in 1898 but if the farmer is paying for 
it with wheat at current prices it will take roughly one- 
half as many pounds of wheat to pay the freight as_ it 
did in 1898, Is that a fair rate?

Crow’s Nest Rates a 
Back in 1898 the C.P.R. wanted>to build a railroad in- 


_to the Crow’s Nest Country in Southern B.C. and it 


wanted government assistance at that time for this par- 
ticular purpose. The Government came through with a 

rant 0} .000,000 and in return the Canadian Pacific 
Rail way gave.a rate on wheat to the head of the Lakes . 
which was thought to be very low—20c per hundred 
pounds—this rate went into effect in September 1899. 
Of course, at the time, this append only to the existing 
milage of the C.P.R.—the C.P.R. being the only railway 
in the West at that time. Later on, in 1922, the Govern- 
ment made the Crow’s Nest rates arbitrary on all rail- 
ways throughout the West, 


The railways do not like this and the people of the 
Prairies do, Suppose the shoe had been on the other foot 
end the Government had fixed an arbitrary price level 
for live stock and wheat at that time in order to provide 
cheap food for the rest of Canada and the world, would 
the farmers of Western Canada have liked it? The price 
of wheat is now approximately double the 1898 level. 
The cost of moving it 20c per hundred pounds, 12¢ a 
bushel. With wheat at 93¢ in 1898 the farmer had a net 
of 8le per bushel—at $2.00, the price he is likely to get 
this year, he will have a net of $1.88, This after paying 
the freight is an increase of $1.07 per bushel, 132% over 
what he would have had at 1898 prices. 


Past and Future 


How do the railways live despite this situation ' and 
how is it that the West is so strong in its opposition to 
any changes in rates no matter what happens? Some- 
times when I think of these things I feel that all long- 
time contracts should be subject to adjustment every 
five or ten years but as a matter of fact the adjustment 
is rarely made, We wait until the damage has been done 
and then search for some roundabout way of easing the 
situation—but not until-it is too late. 


But aren’t our railways prosperous? Yes, in a way, 
but not so prosperous as.they were and they face diffi 
cult times. History sometimes repeats itself. Most grown 
people remember that only a short time ago the railways 
were up against it. The C.P.R., for some years, skipped 
dividends on its common stock. Deficits of the C.N.R. 
ran to $60,000,000 a year. Gross railway revenues in 
Canada fell from a boom time peak of $492.1 million in 
1920 to $293.4 million in 1932. : 


This was not good for the nation’s credit, it was not 
an indication of national prosperity and I remember in 
1920 there were those who thought that good times 
would last forever and in 1929 they believed that the 
stock market would continue to go up and up but there 
came a time :... Again history may repeat itself. I am 


“not writing this to chill your blood but prices are now 


on top of a plateau—so are costs and if prices come down 
and costs stay up—and that may happen, we shall have 
tough times, they may be quite tough. ......: -.............. -

5. But if a landlord pleads hard- 
ship before a Sommiasioner and it is

he has purchased at any time.

Canada, a government official ex- 
plained, has plenty of iron which 
she can make into steel—never-the- 
less the country faced a critical steel 


Shortage last week, 


The problem was a general lack 
of pouring capacity. 

To meet this problem, Trade Min- 
ister Howe last week called in the 
Dominion’s principal steel  produc- 
ers. He spoke to their chieftains pri- 
vately, one at a time. : 

What he asked was this: 

Can the steel industry solve the 
critical shortage? The answer is ex- 
pected in about two weeks, 

The sglution, it appeared, was in 
the immediate construction of a 
blast furnace with 1,000-tons-a-day 
pouring capacity. This, The Cana- 
dian Press was told, may take two 
years to do. : 

Meanwhile, Canada ‘was short 
about 600,000 tens of ingots a year. 
Her only import source, the United 
States, was in dire need of steel her- 
self. An agreement was announced 
by Mr. Howe whereby Canada will 
reduce her imports from the US. by 
about 18 per cent of her general 
1948 import level. 

\It meant less structural and other 
forms of steel for Canadian manu- 
facture.

Poison Epidemic 
Brings Campaign 


For Clean Foods 


London-—-Britain has launched 4 
campaign to clean up her food fac- 
tories, shops and 184,000 catering 
establishments, 

Some leaders of the hygiene drive 
have advocated tightening the Food 
and Drugs Adulteration Act, put 
most efforts have centred on educa- 
ting bakers; butchers, waitresses 
and shop clerks in the fundamentls 
of. antisepsis. It has beconie evident 
that many of the country’s food- 
handlers have never heard of the 
germ theory of disease. 

Last summer there was an epi- 
demic of food poisoning. The number 
of outbreaks reported to health auth 
orities increased more than 10 times 
in six years—from 47 cases in 1940 
to 598 in 1946—and since then the 
figure has gone higher. 

The courts have handled cases of 
cigaret butts found in loaves of 
bread and a mouse found in a school- 
poy’s bottle of milk.
